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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF DOUGLAS COUNTY. 


TOPOGRAPHICAL DESCRIPTION. 

In the very heart of the famous “Lake Park Region” of 
Minnesota lies Douglas County; a region justly famous for 
its surpassing natural beauty, its quality of soil, its advan- 
tages as to climate, wealth, and everything necessary to 
make it a desirable home for the poor man, as well as a par- 
adise for pleasure seekers and sportsmen. This whole por- 
tion of Minnesota is dotted with lakes; clear and sparkling 
bodies of placid water interspersing what was originally 
great wastes of prairie and timber. The surface of the 
country in this part of the State was pleasantly arranged in 
Nature’s great plan of creation. That included by the 
boundaries of Douglas County is gently rolling, as a rule, yet 
in some parts of the county the undulations become more 
marked, and rise to the dignity of hills. However, in but 
very few places are they too abrupt to interfere materially 
with cultivation. 

Douglas County is situated a little southwest of the cen- 
tral part of the State, about forty miles from Lake Traverse, 
on the Dakota line. It is about one hundred and fifty miles 
directly northwest from St. Paul, and is so nearly on the 
dividing ridge of that part of the State that streams rising 
within a few miles of its north and west lines flow north into 
the Red River of the North, south into the Minnesota River, 
and east into the Mississippi. It lies in the southerly part 
of that section of the State which, from its many beautiful 
lakes, streams, and prairies dotted with groves of magnifi- 
cent native forest, is appropriately named “The Park Region.”

of a running stream, or a lake of good pure water; while,

It furnishes numerous water-powers, a few of which have 
been improved and are now utilized, and at no distant day 
will be heard along its banks the hum of numerous busy 
mills. ‘The Chippewa River takes its rise in the northiest- 
ern part of the county, and has numerous good water-powers 
along its course. ‘This stream runs mainly through a prairie 
section of the county, which is, however, dotted with choice 


groves of timber, making its course appear to be through a 
succession of parks, in which lie farms which would excite 
the envy of the most self-satisfied farmer in the stony and 
hilly districts of the Eastern States. Besides these, which 
are the two main streams of the county, are numerous other 
smaller ones, uniting lake with lake, and making almost the 
whole county a network of natural water-courses, none too 
near or too numerous to be obstacles in the way of opening 
up fields as large as may be desired, and yet plentiful enough 
so that every farmer may have on, or immediately adjacent 
to his own premises, abundant supplies, from either lake or 
stream, of the purest and sweetest water direct from nature’s 
own source. 

It is unnecessary to speak at length of the many beautiful 
lakes within the borders of the county as a glance at the 
plats contained in this work will give a much better idea of 
their beauty, area, and location, than could be gained from 
the most elaborate pen description. 
them, however, may be mentioned the following: Osakis, 
Miltona, Christina, Oscar, Mary, Darling, Carlos, L’ Homme 
Dieu, Victoria, Agnes, Winona, and Ida. 

The soil of the county, almost without exception, is most 
excellent. A heavy, sandy loam, with clay or “hard pan” 
subsoil, prevails, forming a quality of the land which is desig- 
nated in the geological and government survey reports as 
being “No. 1,” and which will produce excellent crops of 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, and all cercals common to this lati- 
tude for years without fertilizing. Itis of a character which 
is best suited to bear extremes of either wet or drouth, and in 
seasons which are most favorable produce crops which are a 
matter of astonishment to those not familiar with the coun- 
try. Crops of wheat of forty bushels per acre are of no rare 
occurrence, and this, too, without fertilizing; and after the 
land has been once subdued and well cultivated. For vege- 
tables, no soil in the world is better suited. Potatoes, beets, 
turnips, onions, and all kinds of garden and field produce, 
grow to an enormous size, of the best quality, and give 
almost incredible yields per acre. In fact, the soil could not 
be bettered for agricultural purposes of any kind, such as are 
pursued in the temperate zone; even tobacco growing with 
a thrift and of a quality which excels other localities much 
more pretentious in its cultivation. 

The northeastern portion of the county is almost wholly 
covered with timber. This includes the towns of Spruce 
Will, Miltona, Belle River, La Grand, Carlos, Alexandria, 
and the north half of Osakis, although through these town- 
ships are interspersed many fine tracts of prairie land, and 


through the timber many excellent farms have been opened. 
The balance of the county is almost equally divided between 
timber 


and prairie land, with the latter predominating. 

For years the idea has quite generally prevailed that Minne- 
sota, and particularly the central and northern parts of the 
State, while possessing many natural advantages, has a terri- 
bly cold and inhospitable climate. Nothing could be more 
erroneous. The centre of Douglas County is about fifty 
miles—less than one degree—north of the cities of Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, and the climate is not perceptibly colder, 
or the growing season shorter; in fact, the thermometrical 
records kept by the United States officers at Alexandria, 
while it was a government post, shows that the average 
temperature was warmer during the winter than at Port 
Snelling (St. Paul) during the same time. True, the winters 
are cold, but not excessively so, Yet the clear, dry, pure 
atmosphere which always accompanies the cold season here, 
makes the cold far more bearable than a much higher tem-

by hardy and thrifty farmers, engaged in successful agricul- 
ture, producing as fine grain, vegetables, etc., as any place on 
the continent, it may well be believed that the saying of “too 
cold,” as applied to central Minnesota, is false—and erroneous. 

The county is connected with the eastern markets by the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Manitoba Railroad, one of the 
leading thoroughfares of travel in the Northwest, and this 
furnishes shipping facilities equal to those of any county in 
this part of the State. 


THE BEGINNING. 


It is a difficult matter to arrive at the first settlement of 
any county or locality, and Douglas County is no exception 
to the rule. Those who came first have long years ago 
passed from the scene of their settlement, and the par- 
ticulars of their pioneering can only be obtained through the 
memories of those who in early days were their associates. 
To make it more complicated there are always conflicting 
statements; and as there are now—after a lapse of nearly 
thirty years—no means at hand of absolute proof, it is im- 
possible to make historical statements accord with every 
one’s idea. The hand of time is rapidly thinning out the 
ranks of the hardy pioneers, and gradually, as years roll on, 
and as their children and children’s children take up their 
inheritance, greater and greater will be the honor accorded 
to the brave men and women who, in the years long gone by, 
left their more or less comfortable homes in the Eastern 
States to take up homes in the then desolate, cheerless, and 
distant West. And as the changes of less thg 
century are contemplated, it seems almost impossible that all

The first settlement made by whites within the boundaries 
now comprising Douglas County was daring the summer of 
1358. In August of that year the Kinkaid brothers located 
at the point where now stands Alexandria, the county seat ; 
and at about the same time a settlement was made within the 
present limits of Holmes City Township, by a Mr. Efolmes, 
Noah Grant, and W.S8. Sandford. Both parties arrived at their 
different places of settlement at very nearly the same time;

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF DOUGLAS COUNTY. 


The Kinkaids were two brothers, William and Alexander, 
both single men, and natives of Wilmington, Delaware. A 
few years prior to 1858 they had left their native home, and 
came to the territory of Minnesota, sojourning for a time at 
St. Peter, and then pushing northwest, until arriving at 
White Bear Lake, now in Pope County. There they started a 
town, which afterwards became the prosperous Glenwood. 
Here they remained during the winter, and in the following 
summer, On either a prospecting or scouting expedition, came 
north by way of the prairie to the banks of Lake Agnes, where 
now stands Alexandria, and being impressed by the beauty of 
the spot determined to locate here. They went back to White 
BearLake for their effects, and returned in August, 1858. This 
was probably the first time white men had visited the spot. 
A short time afterward the Alexandria Town Site Company 
was formed, comprising the following gentlemen: William 
and Alexander Kinkaid, Col. John Ball, of Winona; Geo. 
F. Bratt, of St. Cloud; H. T. Welles, of Minneapolis; and 
A. P. Wilson and P. L. Gregory, then of St. Anthony, At 
that time the land here was not fully surveyed; the township 
having been run, but not sub-divided. Through the agency 
of Mr. Gregory, four hundred and forty acres of land were 
located, the same being covered by Sioux half-breed script. 
This script was obtained for this purpose by Mr. Welles 
from Franklin Steele, of Minneapolis, and to secure him for 
the advance made, the title to the town site was vested in 
H.T. Welles. During the fall of the same year (1858), Gen. 


T. F. Barrett, a government surveyor, and at that time a | 


resident of St. Cloud, surveyed and plotted a portion of the 
town, and it was named after Alexander Kinkaid. When 
the Kinkaid brothers returned from White Bear Lake, in 
August, 1858, their first move was to erect a little log cabin, 
on the proposed town site—the first on the ground. It 
stood on the hill just south of the present location of the 
railroad depot. William Kinkaid remained here until 1861, 
when he received an appointment to a government clerkship, 
and removed to Washington, where he died a short time later. 
Alexander did not make this his permanent home; after the 
first winter, and about 1868, he went to California. 

Up to this time all the travel to and from Alexandria— 
what little there had been—had come from the south, along 
the edge of the prairie. The old trail to the Red River Val- 


ley settlements passed through this county, running about ; 


twelve miles south of the present line of railroad, and there 
was, even at that time, very little travel upon that. Within 


a year or two after the Kinkaids came, they opened a road | 


north from town; and in 1859 the government troops cut 
the road through the timber, east and west, which afterwards 
became the stage and State road, and which, with a few 
changes, is yet travelled.

Barnes came from Maine, and settled on a farm east 
of Lake Agnes, where he lived until 1866; then went to St. 
Cloud, and remained there until 1885, when he went to Cali- 
fornia. King came from Philadelphia. He settled on the 
south end of Lake Winona. In 1861 he returned East, and a 
few years ago he was killed in the Indian Territory. 

During the year 1859 quite a number arrived in the county, 
most of whom settled in the neighborbood of Alexandria. 


Among those who came were J. H. Van Dyke, A. Darling , 


and family, James F. Dickens, James Barr and family, Myron 
Coloney, 8S. B. Cowdry, and others. 

J. H. Van Dyke was originally from Bradford County, Pa., 
but came here direct from St. Cloud, arriving at Alexandria 
in the spring of 1859. During the summer following he put 
up a little log building, which stood near where Chris. 
Aberle’s brewery now is located, and opened a small stock 
of general merchandise therein. This was the first store in 
the county. It was continued in the little log. building until 
the time of the Indian outbreak, when the building was torn 
down and the goods moved within the walls of the stockade. 
A. Darling came from near Oshkosh, Wisconsin, and took a 
claim on the banks of Lake Darling, now in La Grand Town- 
ship. The farm is now owned by Robert Walker. Mr. 
Darling and family remained until 1863, when they left for 
Missouri, intending to return when the Indian troubles were 
settled ; but, in August, 1864, he was killed by a rebel bush- 
whacker, and his family returned at once to Douglas County. 
Mrs. Darling homesteaded the original claim, and still lives 
in Douglas and Otter Tail counties. James F. Dicken came 
through Douglas County in the spring of this year, on his 
way West, but returned in the fall, accompanied by Burton 
Sparry and Henry Whitcomb, for the purpose of trapping, 
hunting, and trading with the Indians. Dicken camped and 
“batched” on the shores of Lake Ida, living in Myron 
Coloney’s shanty most of the time. In August, 1862, he en- 
listed in the First Minn. Cavalry, under Colonel MePhail, and 
remained in the service during the ensuing thirteen months. 
After his discharge he went to Missouri, where he married a 
daughter of A. Darling, and, returning in 1864, has since 
been a resident of the county. James Barr, who also came 
this year, was from Philadelphia, and he took a farm near 
the Darling place. He remained there for several years, then 
for many years was a resident of [da Township, and finally, 
a few years ago, removed to Dakota, where he still lives. 
Myron Coloney was quite a character among the early set- 
tlers. He had been editor of a St. Louis paper, and was a 
man of a good deal of intelligence and education, besides 
being an excellent writer. Tle settled ona farm on Lake Ida, 
put up a log cabin, and moved in his effects, which included 


an elegant piano, his wife being an accomplished musician.

Mr. Gregory came from St. Cloud, and for several years 
took a prominent part in matters pertaining to the county 
and village of Alexandria, of which he was a part owner. 
He did not, however, become an actual settler until 1859. 
In the fall and winter of 1858-9 the company put up a log 
hotel near Kinkaid’s building, and Gregory moved his family 
here the following April and occupied it. His family was 
moved here from St: Anthony, making their way from St. 
Cloud, a distance of seventy miles, with an ox-team. This 
building was the favorite resort of the pioneers for several 
years, and is oft referred to in tales of “old days.” A few 
years later Gregory was elected representative in the Legis- 
lature, and soon removed to St. Cloud. James Bedman, who 
came in the fal! of 1858, was an Englishman, and a black- 
sinith by trade, He took northwest of Lake 
Agnes, which is now owned by G. C. Whiteomb, and there 
opened a little shop in which he followed his trade. His 
fumily still live in the county; he having died a number of 
years aco. Charles Cook came to the county with Bedman, 
from Kandota, Stearns County.

This was about the extent of the settlement in Douglas 
County when the year 1860 dawned; but during this year 
and the one following quite a number came, and in the mean 
time other portions of the county than that of Alexandria 
and vicinity had begun to be recognized as settlements. 


Henry Gager had settled at old Brandon, or Chippewa—as | 


it was then called—and a number of pioneers had gathered 


about him, forming quite a community. John Potter, in | 


1859, had made a claim where the village of Osakis now 
stands, and within a year afterward Joshua Fairfield, Robert 
Wyman, Benjamin Pease, William Husted, and others, took 
claims in the eastern portion of the county. Nels Olson at 
about this time took a claim on Maple Lake, in what has 
since become Hudson ‘lownship. During the year 1860 the 
west half of the county also began to take on an aspect of set- 
tlement and activity. In 1859 a mail and stage station was 
established at the point where Evansville is located, and 
Evans, the first mail-carrier, had pat up a little shanty there. 
In 1860 Mr. Rogers settled there and kept the station. At 
the time the Indian outbreak occurred, in August, 1862, a 
number more had arrived. Among them were the following: 
Mr. Canfield, Mr. Doe, Samuel Thompson, Mr. Perfountaine, 
La Brand, Miner Vanloon, H. Blackwell, Thomas Cowing, J. 
W. Barr, Bob Ridley [as he was called], George Bancroft, 
George Kinkaid, James Shotwells. 

By this time quite a number of roads had been opened ; 


Burbank & Co. had established a stage line, and everything 
seemed to indicate a rapid settlement of the county. But 
the influence of the Civil War was just beginning to be felt 
on the frontier. Fort Sumter had been fired on during the 
preceding spring; yet in those days with no railroads or 
telegraph, the disastrous effect of the war had been but 
little noticed way out here, while the extent of it was, as 
yet, scarcely realized. But during the following year, this 
region, as well as the whole State, was the scene of that which 
resulted in a great set back. It was 


THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


During the early part of August, 1862, the stage brought 
news that the Indians were collecting and putting on the war 
paint at the Yellow Medicine Agency, and the settlers were 
warned to flee if they wanted safety. ‘The news occasioned 
great alarm, as for some time trouble had been feared. It is 
thought that this first alarm was given about the Sth or 6th 
of August, 1862, as the killing in Meeker County, which in- 
augurated the outbreak, had occurred on the 2d. On the 
same day that the stage-driver brought the alarm all the 
settlers in the vicinity of Alexandria congregated on the 
town site and held a council of war. Here it was decided that 
the matter must be a hoax, and they would all return to 
their work, which they did. Four days later the Governor 
of the State despatched a messenger through this part of the 
State, distributing arms and ammunition, and commanding 
the settlers to gather together, or rendezvous, and arm them- 
selves for safety. At Alexandria a few muskets and ammu- 
nition were left with J. HW. Van Dyke for distribution. All 
the settlers who could be reached were notified, and on the 
same day a great many gathered at Alexandria, and it was 
decided that the women and children should be taken to 
either Sauk Centre or St. Cloud for safety, and the party at 
once set out. Almost immediately the settlers from Holmes 
City, Chippewa, and Evansville, and the few who had gath- 
éred in the vicinity of Osakis—who had not already gone, 
got together, and all left, most of them going to Sauk Centre 
and St. Cloud, and others scattered in every direction. Dur- 
ing this critical time there were only two of the settlers who 
remained in the county; they were A. Darling and N. F. 
Barnes. They took their families to places of safety, but 
returned immediately and remained on their farms. At 
Sauk Centre, when the first squad arrived, a consultation 
was held, and it was decided that the men should return 
to Douglas County and attend to their crops; and accord- 
ingly, within a few days, they were on their way back, most 
of them being armed with some kind of a weapon. Among 
those who came back at this time were Messrs. Dicken, Barr, 
Bedman, Darling, Barnes, Shotwell, Canfield, 
Thompson, Ridley, Gager, Austin, Lewis, Rogers, and seve- 
ral young men whose names have been forgotten. At Alex- 
andria the party staid over, finding everything, even the 
tables set, just as they had been left. Here the party sepa- 
rated, the settlers leaving for the various parts of the county 
in which their farms were located. A number started for 
the Chippewa settlement where Henry Gager’s claim was 
located, and when that place was reached eight or ten of the 
party, including Andrew Austin and Ben Lewis, started for 
Evansville, to see to Rogers’s property, and learn whether 
the Indians had burned the house. Andrew Austin and Ben 
Lewis were riding ponies, quite a distance in advance of 
the wagon in which were several of the settlers. On the 
way Austin and Lewis shot a hawk and stuck the feathers 
into their hats. When near their destination, suddenly some 
forty Indians arose about the two on horseback and began 
firing on them; while the wagon was way in the rear, and 
those it contained unable to be of any aid. At the first vol- 
ley, Austin was seen to reel on his horse, while Lewis head- 
ing towards the south, escaped from the bullets and was soon 
out of sight—never to be heard of again. In a moment the 
Indians had gathered abont the prostrate form of Austin, 
and those in the wagon at once wheeled about and returned 
to where they had left the balance of the party. Iere they 
waited for a time, expecting an attack, but as none came, 
they all set out on the return trip to Sauk Centre. 
the haste of getting away a gun was accidentally discharged, 
the contents entering the back of a girl who accompanied the 
party. At Sauk Centre medical aid was secured, and she 
finally recovered. Austin’s body remained where it fell for 
several weeks, when a squad of soldiers took a coflin from 
Alexandria and buried it. The Indians had chopped off 
one hand and the head, and then cut out the heart. After 
this terrible event none of the settlers returned to the county 
until after the soldiers came. The soldiers were stationed 
here in the latter part of October, or early in November, and 
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Alexandria was constituted a government post. The first 
company detailed here was Company B, of the 25th Wis- 
consin, under Captain Joshlin. They put up quarters to 
to live in, just south of the present location of the depot. 
Captain Joshlin’s company remained here about two months, 
when they were relieved by Company K, of the Eighth Min- 
nesota, under Captain Rockwood. This company put up the 
famous “ Old Stockade.” A trench was dug and logs were 
set up “endways;” the size of the inclosure being about ten 
rods square. It was located on the hill, near the Aberle 
brewery. This was accomplished in mid-winter, and all who 
were here then speak of it as having been a “ big job.” Upon 
the completion of the stockade all the neighborhood moved 
into it except Thos. Cowing, who had put up a log cabin 
near where he still lives. J. H. Van Dyke moved his store 
inside, and thus matters remained during the winter and 
spring of 1862-3. 

After this time there was but little excitement over the 
Indians. The troops remained until the spring of 1866, 
there being generally about half a company stationed here. 
Capt. Grovener, with a company of Hatch’s battalion, suc- 
ceeded Capt. Rockwood, and next came Capt. G. C. Whit- 
comp, who remained until the post was discontinued, and 
the soldiers were discharged, in the spring of 1866. 

This ended the Indian scare so far as Douglas County 
was concerned, But in the mean time the war of the Rebel- 
lion was going on, and in this Douglas County nobly did her 
part in raising men; filling the quota assigned it and being 
exempt from draft. The old stockade has long since become 
a thing of the past ; but with the old settlers, about it cluster 
many memories of the pioneer life, some sad, others pleas- 
ant, and many anecdotes of olden times are related in regard 
to it, which stamp it asa landmark in the history of the 
county. 


VARIOUS HISTORICAL MATTERS. 


The first school in the county, as far as can now be 
ascertained, was taught by Miss Olive Darling, in the house 
of J. A. James, on what is now the Baumbach farm. This 
was during the year 1865. The first school on the Alex- 
andria town site was taught in the soldier quarters, by Miss 
Kate Plott, now Mrs. William Cowing. The next was 
taught in the stockade by a Miss Wright, of St. Cloud. 

One of the first, if not the first, births in the county, 
occurred in the winter of 1859-60; a child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Doe. Another birth which was among the first, took place 
in August, 1862, during the Indian scare, when a child was 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Henry Blackwell. 

The first death in the county was probably that of Andrew 
Austin, who was murdered by the Indians in the summer 
of 1862. 

In the spring of 1859, J. C. Burbank & Co., of St. Cloud 
and St. Paul, commenced running a line of stages through 
Douglas County; the western terminus at first was Fort 
Abercrombie, and later St. Vincent. In Douglas County 
the stages ran through the settlements at Osakis, Alexandria, 
Chippewa, and Evansville. The road followed was the one 
surveyed in 1858 by the government and opened the follow- 
ing year by the troops. It is the old “ State Road” which, 
although changed in places, is still travelled. This road in 
early days was the main thoroughfare of travel between St. 
Paul, St. Cloud, and the Red River Region. The stage line 
was continued by Burbank & Co., until about 1874, when 
the railroad reached Melrose, after which, as the distance 
was only about forty miles, stages were run by Alexandria 
parties. During the same year, 1874, a stage line was 
started from Benson to this point. 

The first post-office in the county was established in 1858, 
at Alexandria, with Alexander Kinkaid as the first post- 
master. A man named Evans, whose name has been per- 
petuated by naming a town, Evansville, in his honor, was 
the first mail carrier, and for nearly a year carried the mail 
on foot from St. Cloud to Fort Abercrombie, a distance of 
one hundred and fifty miles or more. It is said that the 
arrival of a postman in those days was a gala day with the 
inhabitants, and it was not unfrequently the case that he 


carried more news in the capacious receptacles of his memory, | 


which was glibly related to the people, postage free, than 
in his sack upon his back. The office was first kept in Kin- 
kaid’s shanty, and when Van Dyke’s little store was started 
it was removed to it; and a little later J. H. Van Dyke was 
appointed postmaster. Thus it remained until 1866, when 
Mr. Van Dyke resigned, and was succeeded by Robert 
Wyman, who was running a hotel in the stockade or quarters 
which had been vacated by the soldiers. He was succeeded 
in turn by the following-named gentlemen: T. F. Cowing, 


N. B. Patterson, L. G. Sims, and finally S.N. Miller, the 
present efficient officer. 

In the winter of 1868-9 the government land office was 
established and located at Alexandria, and in February, 
1869, it was opened, with Lewis Lewiston, of St. Cloud, as 
register, and J. H. Van Dyke, of Alexandria, as receiver. 
It then occupied the building used as a court-house, and as 
notice had been given of the date, a large crowd of settlers 
and land seekers were in attendance. About six months 
later the office was moved to the building now occupied by 
John Larson’s saloon. In June, 1869, Lewiston was suc- 
ceeded by L, K. Aaker, then of Goodhue County, as register. 
In the winter of 1874, Warren Adley became receiver; and 
in the spring of 1875, Soren Listo, of Breckenridge, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Aaker, as register. During the following winter 
the office was removed to Fergus Falls. The land office was 
a great factor in the development of Douglas County, and 
gave wonderful impetus to trade and every branch of busi- 
ness, for Alexandria was then headquarters for nearly all 
the Northwest. Settlers in those days came here to mill even 
from the Red River settlements and Rush Lake, distances 
of more than one hundred miles. There were no public land 
sales, such as were held in many parts of the State; but for 
several years the town was constantly full of people; hotels 
crowded, and all places where accommodations could be 
furnished were taxed to their utmost. Almost all the 
tillable land in this region had been taken before the office 
was moved. 

On the fifth day of November, 1878, the first train rolled 
into Alexandria. This was an event—although Jong de- 
ferred—of great importance to the young city. It was the 
era of a more rapid and substantial growth. It was an out- 
let and connecting link with the commerce of the outside 
world and secured to the town a new existence. It helped 
greatly to develop the surrounding country, and Alexandria, 
as the county seat and most important town in the county, 
was benefited in a proportionate ratio. Its advent was the 
signal for the development of new industries, adding greatly 
to the material wealth of the town. It made a ready and 
permanent market for the various products, and contributed 
in many ways to the general prosperity. 


OFFICIAL MATTERS. 


For a number of years after Douglas County was created 
by the Legislature it was attached to Stearns County for 
civil and judicial purposes. In 1859 a move was started to 
organize Douglas for certain purposes. P. L. Gregory was 
the prime mover, and an election was held—the first in the 
county—at Gregory’s hotel. Some of the settlers 
opposed to the project, and only a few voted. It was, there- 
fore, given up, as the election was held without authority 
and illegal. At the session of the Legislature, in the winter 
of 1858-9, a bill had been passed authorizing the organiza- 
tion of Douglas County for certain purposes, and shortly 
after the supposed election, the Governor appointed J. H. 
Van Dyke, 8. B. Cowdry, and A. Darling as the first com- 
missioners. This board met at the store of Van Dyke, and 
appointed the following county officers: Alexander Kinkaid, 
Register of Deeds; J. A. James, Sheriff; and P. L. Gregory, 
Probate Judge. This organization was kept up until the 
Indian outbreak, when it was abandoned and all records 
which had been made were lost. Nothing further was done 
with official matters until 1866, when the county was per- 
manently organized. 

In the spring of this year the Governor appointed a new 
board of commissioners to organize the county, consisting 
of the following gentlemen: J. H. Van Dyke, James F. 
Dicken, and Donald Stevison. This board met on the 15th 
of June, and Mr. Van Dyke was chosen chairman. The fol- 
lowing were then appointed as the first officers of Douglas 
County under the permanent organization: T. Mont. Smyth, 
Auditor; Charles Cook, Judge of Probate; T. Mont. Smyth,

As to subdivisions Douglas County was then divided into 
two townships—Osakis and Alexandria. Osakis embraced 
congressional townships 127 and 128, range 36; and Alex- 
andria included all the balance of the county, The first 
officers appointed for Osakis comprised the following gen- 
tlemen: ‘T. M. Works, William Shaw, Rolland Sanderson, 
Thos. Adams, Charles Gilbert, and J. McGuire. Alex- 
andria’s first township officials included: T. W. Sprague, 
George Cowing, N. B. Johnson, John Johnson, H. Black- 
well, T. Mont. Smyth, and H.S. Rutherford. The work of 


dividing the county more conveniently than in two town- 
ships was soon taken up, however, and in October, 1866, 
Holmes City was created, embracing four congressional 
townships. This was followed by other divisions until to- 
day we find each government township in the county set off 
and organized as a civil township. 

At the January meeting of the Board in 1867,school district 
No. 1 was organized, embracing territory in Osakis Township. 
The first record made which affects land within the limits of 
Douglas County bears the date of July 25,1862. Forsome time 
the records were kept at St. Cloud, but later the book for Doug- 
las County, which was kept separate, was sent to this county 
upon its organization. The first entry in the book referred 
to, is a deed from A. D. Campbell and wife of Dakota 
County, to H. T. Welles of Hennepin County, Minn., con- 
veying the west half of the northeast quarter, and the west 
half of the southeast quarter of section 19, township 128, 
range 37; and the southwest quarter of 19, township 126, 
range 37; in all 301 acres. Consideration $200. The first 
mortgage recorded in Douglas County bears the date of 
June 17,1867. Robert Thomas was mortgagor, and J. C. 
Bodwell, mortgagee. The land mortgaged was the south- 
east quarter of section 34, township 12%, range 36. 

At the time when Douglas County was organized there 
was a provision of law allowing county officers, in counties 
where there was no court-house, to keep their offices at their 
homes. For some months this was followed by the county 
officers in this county. In 1867 W. E. Hicks put up the 
frame building on Main Street, in Alexandria, which is now 
occupied by Walker & Ward, and this he rented to the 
county as a court-house. It was ovcupied by the county 
officers until about 1875, when the present court-house was 
erected. The jail and sheriff’s residence were built in 1880. 

The first officers of the county, appointed by the Board 
of Commissioners in 1866, have already been named. The 
following is a list of the different gentlemen who have filled 
the various county offices since its organization, viz :—

Knute Nelson, the present member of Congress from this 
district, is also an honored resident of Douglas County.

ALEXANDRIA. 


The early history of the village is identical with that of 
the county, for in early days, as at the present time, this was 
the most important point, and all matters of interest of the 
county clustered about the county seat. In 1865 the second 
store in the county was opened at Alexandria by Thomas F. 
Cowing. J.H. Van Dyke was still running his sutler’s store. 
Mr. Cowing had just returned from the army, and he erected 
a little log building near his present residence, and opened 
a smal stock of general goods. A few years later he put up 
a building on what is now Main Street, and continued busi- 
ness there until the building was burned. Mr. Cowing after- 
wards started the first agricultural implement business, and 
is still conducting it, although he has been recently appointed 
Receiver of the United States Land Office at Fargus Falls. 
In the fall of 1862, when the soldiers arrived, there was no 
hotel or stopping place at Alexandria, and shortly after their 
arrival, Thos. Cowing, the father of T. F. Cowing, was 
induced to open a tavern, Mr. Cowing had come to the 
county in August, 1861, and settled on a farm near Holmes 
City. When the outbreak occurred he left with his family, 
and came back shortly after the arrival of the soldiers. He 
erected a log building in the neighborhood of his present 
residence, and at once opened a hotel, which he ran for six 
years. A few years later he was engaged in the mercantile 
business. 

After the Indian outbreak matters moved along quietly at 
Alexandria and throughout Douglas County. After the war 
had closed in 1866 the third store was started by William BE. 
Hicks, who erected the building now occupied by Sims and 
Jenkins’s hardware store, and put in a stock of general 
merchandise. Thesame year he bought out the town site, the 
ownership of which had by this time been concentrated in 
two or three persons, one of whom was Judge Gregory, who 
had expended money and labor, and had encountered hard- 
ships and privation in behalf of Alexandria. Mr. Hicks 
came from New York City, and was a man of considerable 
means, which was distributed with a lavish hand in various 
enterprises calculated to improve and develop the town and 
county. During the foll Sing winter, 1866-7, he, with 
Thomas Cowing, erected a ‘saw-mill on Long Lake, in La 
Grand Township, and the following year commenced the 
erection of the Alexandria flouring mill, which was completed 
in 1859, and a few years later it was sold to G. G. S. Camp- 
bell. In 1867 Mr. Hicks erected the Woodhull Hotel, which 
stood on the corner now occupied by Campbell’s feed store. 
The hotel was burned to the ground a number of years later. 
In 1867 he established the Alexandria Post, the first news- 
paper started in the county. Mr. Hicks continued to take 
an active and prominent part in all public enterprises until 
the time of his death in 1874. 
Alexandria. 

During the years from 1866 until 1871 many business 
enterprises were started, and the town and county grew very 


His widow still resides in 


rapidly in wealth and population. Among the business men 
who commenced business here during that time may be men- 
tioned the following: L. @. Sims opened the first drug store, 
which after changing hands a number of times is now owned 
by Nelson and Spaulding. J. B. Cowing established a meat 
market and a grocery store. The meat market finally passed 
into the hands of C. H. Raiter, who came during the same 
period. J.H. Hallobaugh opened the first hardware store, 
which has finally after various changes come to the owner- 
ship of Cowing and Robards. Chas. Sonday opened the first 
clothing store, which he still conducts. Chas. Schaltz opened 
his gunsmith sh6p, and is still in business. Mueller Brothers 
established a general store ; Jacob Austin a hardware store ; 
Christ. Oppel a boot and shoe establishment; Robt. McNeil 
a harness shop; Lorentz Johnson a hotel; F. B. Van Hoesen 
established a bank, which has since become the First National 
Bank of Alexandria; William Pye a general store; and 
others. ie 

In those days G. S. Randolph and John 8. Mower, attorneys, 
settled here. The bar to-day is represented by the following: 
Nelson Reynolds and Treat; H. Jenkins, A. J. Ames, and 
W. H. Hutchinson. 

The location of Alexandria could scareely be bettered as a 
site fora city, and in all other respects it is indeed a desir- 
able place fora home. ‘The place has an excellent class of 
citizens, as is shown by the educational facilities which are 
here afforded. In 1883 a magnificent school building was 
erected at a cost of about $30,000, in which are now em- 
ployed a corps of ten teachers, under the direction of Prof. 
A. D. Gaines, one of the most able principals in the State. 
There are a number of thriving religious organizations here. 
The city is surrounded by an excellent farming country, and 
is to a certain extent the centre of trade for the whole 
county. The St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Manitoba Railway, 
which passes through the country east and west, connects 
the place with the eastern markets, and furnishes excellent 
shipping facilities; and considering all the natural advan- 
tages which are offered by the immediately surrounding 
country, in the way of fertile soil, abundant timber, excellent 
water, and all else that may go to make a desirable place to 
locate, the place offers excellent opportunities for business 
pursuits of almost every character. As to the present repre- 
sentative business men and interests of Alexandria we refer 
to the Directory which is published elsewhere in this 
volume. 


OSAKIS VILLAGE. 


In the eastern edge of the county on the line of the St. P., 
M., & M. Railway, and on the banks of the lake of the same 
name, is located Osakis, the second village in size and im- 


portance in the county. It is claimed that the name was 


given to the lake by the Indians, many years ago, and that | 


the word signifies defeat or disaster. Early in the history 


of the settlement of Douglas County, a few white settlers | 


had gathered near Osakis Lake, attracted by the great beauty 
of the spot, locating just over the line in Todd County, and 
one of them, John Potter, in 1859, made a claim where 
Osakis now stands. In 1859 the stages began running 
through here on their way to Fort Abercrombie, and this 
was one of the stations; but when the Indian outbreak came 
all the settlers abandoned their claims and left for safety, 
and many never returned. However, along in the latter 
part of the “ sixties,’ Donald Stevenson, one of the pioneers 
of Minnesota, purchased the land and laid out a town. 
Warren Adley, who for several years had been engaged in 
the hotel business, erected a commodious hotel, and around 
his establishment clustered numerous others until Osakis, of 
to-day, numbers several hundred inhabitants with all the 
concomitants of a first-class village. The town being located 
on the main thoroughfare of railway through the State, is 
afforded as excellent marketing facilities as has any town in 
the county. An excellent farming country surrounds the 
place and it will always be a good point for trade and a 
thriving growing town. In season Osakis is one of the most 
popular summer resorts in the State. 


EVANSVILLE. 


This place in the western part of the county is another 
point of importance. The old St. Cloud and Fort Aber- 
crombie stage road, twenty miles northwest of Alexandria, 
passed along the south edge of one of the most handsome 
groves of oak, birch, elm, basswood, and sugar maple that 
adorn the wide area of the Park region. This road was 
opened in 1859, and stages were running during that year. 
A man named Eyans was the first mail carrier, and as this 


point was made a stage station, he here put up a little shanty, 
and the locality, and afterward the village, took his name. 
In 1860, a man named Rogers settled there and kept the 
station until the Indian outbreak. Settlers commenced to 
gather in and a number of claims were taken, but when the 
outbreak came, the whole country was deserted and very few 
ever came back. Peabody and Kyde built a store and sold 
the first goods. ever offered in this market. In the fall or 
1865, L. E. Thompson selected and occupied a homestead on 
the banks of Lake Fanny, and was the first settler in the 
town after the outbreak. He built a cabin in the friendly 
grove and passed the winter there alone, being joined by 
his family the following spring. The next year M. C. 
Plummer, W. Hi. Saunders, Messrs. Youngroth, Dalheim, 
Petersons, and others, with their families located here. The 
site of the old stage station, faultless in its picturesque 
beauty, overlooking the wide sweep of prairie land, groves, 
and shining lakes which extended away southward, so capti- 
vated Jacob Shaner, that in 1872 he laid out a town site, and 
in the course of a few years a number of dwellings and busi- 
ness houses nestled in the edge of the grove. But Mr. 
Shaner neglected to record his plats, and the first real town 
site of Evansville was laid out by Lorentz Johnson, in the 
fall of 1879, covering between fifteen and twenty acres. 
Later Gustaf Willins, of St. Paul, laid out about the same 
number of acres as a new village by the name of East Evans- 
ville, often called new town or lower town, The cars 
reached Evansville late in the fall of 1879, and since that 
time the village has grown very rapidly. The village has a 
splendid location, and will always be one of the best points 
for trade in the county. A thickly populated and prosperous 
farming country is tributary to it, and as the railroad makes 
it a good shipping point, it is bound to always be a growing, 
busy place. 


BRANDON VILLAGE. 


Years ago the old St. Cloud and Fort Abercrombie stage 
and mail line passed two miles north of this point, and a sta- 
tion was established on the wood-crowned hill that marks 
the spot. Henry Gager was the first settler in this locality, 
which was then called Chippewa. A hotel was opened, later 
a general store and post-office were established, and the 
usual industries of a frontier village grouped about the place. 
In August, 1879, when the railroad was being graded through 
the town of Chippewa, Engineer Sewell laid out the town- 
site of the village of Brandon of to-day, two miles south of 
the conspicuous old village on the hill. The proprietress of 
the site was Mary Griffin, whose business manager was J. 
W. Griffin, of Minneapolis. Martin Stowe immediately 
commenced the erection of a large store and residence on 
the then open prairie of the new village. Halvor Engemoen, 
of Holmes City, a man of means and enterprise, also built a 
large store and residence. Soon afterward Emil Larson 
built a hotel; Pillsbury & Hulbert and David Dows & 
Co. erected grain houses, and the railroad company put up a 
neat and pleasant depot building. Other business interests 
followed rapidly, and all lines are now well represented. The 
village, considering the country which surrounded it, cer- 
tainly has ground for their expectations of becoming and 
always remaining one of the best trading and marketing 
points in Douglas County. 


HOLMES CITY. 


This is an inland village, located in the northern part of 
the township bearing the same name. It was one of the 
first settled points in the county, Mr. Holmes, after whom 
the town was named, Noah Grant and W. S. Sanford having 
settled here in the summer of 1858, as detailed elsewhere. 
The village to-day has a good trade for an inland town. 
Several stores, a post-office, and hotel are located here, 
together with one of the best roller flouring mills in the 
country, M. F. Monson’s steam mill.
